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Continuation of Item 3 NOTE: 

The proposed amendments to claims 17, 28 and 86 would introduce the change of limiting the oligonucleotides to those with "known 
sequences" rather than "predetermined sequence". If entered the amended claims 17, 28 and 86 would require further consideration and 
search. 

Continuation of Item 1 1 NOTE: 

The rejection in the previous Office action mailed 8/23/2007 is maintained for reasons of record. Claims 17-27, 86 and 87 are rejected 
under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Stavrianopoulos et al. (P/N 4,994, 373) in view of Matkovich et al. (P/N 4,828,386). 

Applicants argue that Matkovich does mention covalent binding but only in passing and only in regards to an antibody assay the use of 
which would not be obvious to one of skill in the art because the instant claims pertain to covalent binding of DNA oligonucleotides and not 
antibodies (Remarks, page 7, fl5 to page 8, 1J3). 

In response, Stavrianopoulos teches DNA oligonucleotides on an array but does not teach covalent attachment of DNA oligonucleotides to 
a porous surface. Matkovich et al. does teach covalent binding of a what.is a macromolecular reactant (i.e. the antibody) to the porous 
reaction layer (col. 4 line 60 to col. 5 line 1), as claimed in the instant application. The Examiner maintains that it would be obvious to one 
of skill in the art to use the porous membrane as taught by Matkovich to covalently bind DNA oligonucleotides which are taught by 
Stavrianopoulos et al. 
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
